Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  will  be  celebrated  by  the  congregation  on 

the  eve  of  his  retirement  with  a  Concert  Ma'ariv  Service,  produced 
and  directed  by  his  renowned  colleagues  and  former  students,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  Champagne  Dessert  Reception. 

Cantor  Lefkowitz  assumed  the  position  of  Cantor  of  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  in  1976.  With  him  came  his  lovely  family:  wife  Joan  and  daughters 
Aviya,  age  3,  and  Raneet,  age  1  1/2.  Both  daughters  are  now  married  and 
Aviya  is  the  mother  of  Talia,  and  Raneet  the  mother  of  Laila. 

In  addition  to  serving  as  our  Cantor,  David  Lefkowitz  is  also  a  concert 
artist,  composer,  researcher  and  archivist  of  note  and  reputation,  bringing 
international  acclaim  to  our  synagogue.  He  credits  his  father.  Cantor  Jacob 
Lefkowitz,  as  his  inspiration  and  continuing  role  model  for  his  life  in  music 
and  Jewish  religious  leadership.  From  a  young  age  he  sang  in  his  father's 
choir  and  appeared  with  him  in  concerts  and  on  the  radio.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  Juilliard,  and  the  Cantorial  School  of  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  of  America. 

Recent  honors  include  the  David  Putterman  Award  from  the  Cantors  As¬ 
sembly;  an  appointment  of  one  year  to  the  Rabbinical  Assembly  Law  Com¬ 
mittee;  and  an  honorary  doctorate  from  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary.  In 
2001,  in  honor  of  his  25th  anniversary  as  Cantor  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue, 
a  CD,  "Song  &  Celebration,"  showcasing  his  diverse  repertoire,  was  released.

Union  College— Jewish  Institute  of  Religion.

Shabbat  Hakavod 

Ron  Koas,  Education  Director 

love  Shabbat  Hakavod!  Shabbat  Hakavod  is  a 
special  Saturday  morning  service  honoring  our 
students  and  all  the  children  in  the  congregation. 

This  is  one  of  the  highlights  of  our  year,  when 
the  entire  school  community  comes  together  in  the 
main  sanctuary  for  a  Shabbat  service.  Congregational 
school  students  lead  prayers.  High  School  students 
read  Torah  and  teachers  are  honored  with  aliyot.  It 
is  followed  by  a  very  festive  Kiddush  for  the  entire 
congregation. 

Two  years  ago,  I  started  a  tradition  of  chanting  Haftarah  on 
Shabbat  Hakavod.  This  honor  is  a  very  important  one  for  me  as 
Education  Director.  At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Congregational 
School  we  want  to  ensure  that  each  student  has  the  opportunity  to 
hear,  read  and  understand  the  Bible  to  the  best  of  his/her  ability. 

I  want  my  students  to  understand  the  Torah  and  apply  it  to  their 
lives.  I  want  them  to  know  that  learning  how  to  chant  Haftarah  is 
an  important  skill.  How  can  I  ask  students  to  chant  the  Haftarah 
without  first  asking  myself  to  do  the  same?  I  am  supposed  to  be 
a  role  model  for  our  students,  so  the  answer  is  clear:  I  have  to 
chant  the  Haftarah  myself  and  what  better  Shabbat  for  this  than 
Shabbat  Hakavodl 

This  year  I  wanted  to  impress  Rabbi  Cosgrove  and  Rabbi 
Graetz  by  doing  it,  but  Cantor  Abramson  asked  me  if  it  would  be 
ok  with  me  to  give  up  this  honor  to  a  student  who  chanted  it  last 


year  on  her  Bat  Mitzvah.  I  was  very  proud  to  hear 
that  one  of  my  students  wanted  to  participate  in  this 
way,  and  of  course  1  agreed.  After  all,  this  is  what 
we  want  to  do  on  this  special  Shabbat—  honor  our 
students  and  their  achievements. 

This  leads  to  the  big  question:  So  what  is  our 
secret?  Why  does  the  P.A.S.  school  model  work 
while  so  many  other  congregational  schools  fail?  I 
think  it  is  all  about  the  1 1th  commandment  that  we 
have  created  for  our  school  “Honor  your  children  with  dignity 
and  integrity.”  All  of  us  involved  in  the  education  of  our  young¬ 
sters  here  at  P.A.S.  try  to  live  by  this  11th  commandment.  Other 
schools  can  learn  from  us  that  what  must  change  in  congregation¬ 
al  schools  is  the  attitude  toward  the  students.  Shabbat  Hakavod 
is  an  example  of  this  attitude  of  dignity  that  we  strive  for.  It  is  a 
special  service  to  honor  our  students  and  to  admire  their  achieve¬ 
ments. 

In  "Pirke  Avot”  Rabbi  Elazar  ben  Shamua  says: 

Let  the  honor  of  your  students  be  as  dear  to  you  as  your  own,  the 
honor  of  your  colleagues  as  the  reverence  for  your  teacher,  and 
the  reverence  for  your  teacher  as  the  reverence  for  heaven. 

It  is  my  hope  and  prayer  that  we  continue  to  honor  our  stu¬ 
dents,  not  only  on  Shabbat  Hakavod ,  but  each  and  every  day  that 
we  spend  teaching  them  and  learning  from  them.
